The new detail is in command of 
Corporal A rthur Snyder, who was sta­ 
tioned here in 1921. 
Trooper C. B. 
Robenolt, one of the officers who was 
here when the station was closed, and 
Trooper W alter Powell are the other 
two “statics” ordered to duty here. 
Trooper Powell has not yet arrived 
here, being detained 
by

tendance in Philadelphia. 
On Spe^al Duty 
According to Trooper Robenolt, he 
and other troopers 
of sub-stations 
throughout Central and Eastern Penn­ 
sylvania were sent to Philadelphia in 
August to conduct investigations of 
various kinds. 
Several large liquor 
raids resulted from the investigations, 
he added. 
The local 
substation 
has been re­ 
opened on the second floor of the R. 
F. Topper building, Baltimore street, 
adjacent to the court house. 
Rent for the troopers’ headquarters 
had been borne by council here, but 
action was taken at a recent meeting 
to stop paying rent for the rooms 
after October I. 
According to P. C. Stock, president 
of council, today, arrangem ents have- 
been made for council to again defray 
the rent for the quarters, and action 
to th a t effect is expected to be taken 
at the November meeting next week. 
O ther expenses in connection with the 
substation are borne by the county.

their returns will not be as great as 
f t first anticipated, is admitted by 
practically all of the growers but a 
few of them are mighty well pleased 
with the amounts which they have 
and will receive from their crop. 
Many of the small growers have K \ 
found that with a long distance to {J 
haul their apples it is more ex­ 
pedient for them to allow the apples 
to rot after they had been picked 
and with conditions such as they are 
there are not a few who are following 
this practice this year.

Hillsboro, N. M.—After fifty years 
of search tot a “lost lead” of red ore 
said to have assayed $2,100 gold to 
the ton, Manuel Taylor, aged but ac­ 
tive American-Mexican who says he 
is a descendant of Gen. Zachary Tay­ 
lor, still pokes about this section of 
the Southwest with two burros, con­ 
fident that he yet will “strike ’er 
rich.” 
His life and the faith that goes with 
it stamp him as one of the last of 
that picturesque type—<the old-west 
gold prospector. 
One More Grubstake 
Taylor now is eking out a living 
and saving toward one more grub­ 
stake by prospecting and placer min­ 
ing near Gold Dust, New Mexico, with 
a primitive machine he calls “the poor 
man’s concentrator.” 
But he is re­ 
puted to have mined on a vast scale 
at various times in his life and have 
made at least six ibig mineral strikes 
and spent as many fortunes. 
In 1906-1907, when an epidemic of 
influenza struck this part of the coun­ 
try, Taylor is credited 
with having 
bought 155 coffins and 
paid the fu­ 
neral expenses of as many of the poor 
of his community. 
Led To “Find” By Indian 
Early in the seventies an 
Indian 
friend told young Taylor he could 
lead him to “heao much gold.” They 
outfitted and penetrated the wild San 
Matillo mountains country. 
Finally 
they reached a spot from where the 
Redskin pointer! to a streak of red 
earth, much like brick 
dust, 
and 
grunted dramatically: 
“Here heap much gold!” 
Taylor was disappointed to see no 
trace of gold in it. 
However, he 
wrapped some of the stuff in a hand­ 
kerchief and threw it into one of his 
pack bags. 
They returned to Sil­ 
ver City, New Mexico. 
Fails To Recall Location 
One day, months later, Taylor was 
cleaning his bags and found some of 
the red dust. 
Idly rubbing it be­ 
tween his palms he suddenly noticed 
articles of fine gold appcar- 
ing as the coarser grains broke away. 
He went to an assayer to learn that 
the dust tested $2,100 gold to the ton.

In the meantime his Indian guide 
|had died. 
And for fifty years Tay- 
| lor has failed to relocate the treasure
